The $416,029,609 whioch are now taxed at
the fall city rate, 1580, will yield during the
present year $7,488 563408, whils if te this
sum were added the amouunt exsmpt from
taxation, making #455,313,170, the same
amonnt of revenue would be realized with the
tax rate at £1-64 only; and if the tax were to
remain at §1-80 the revenne of the oty would
be inoreased, as is shown above, by more than

§700,000, sufficient to enable us to get throagh
the year withont the customary addition to
the floating and funded debts., There are
upgquestiopably some specles of property
which are jostly entitled to ex-
emption, but it is so dificnlt to
draw the divijing live that the ex-
emption of any property whatever inevitably
leads, as it has always led, to the grossest and
most scandalous abuses. The whole thing is
wropg in theory, and we cannot hope to make
it any better than it is in praoctice. For this

The principle familiar to the profeagion as
“the Rule in Shelley’s Cuse' iz baszed upon
several cages found in the antigquated series
of reports known as the Year Books, which
contsin the decisions of the Euglish courts
during the period from 1154 to 1547, the
enrliest cage in which the principle is set forth
oovurring in the year 1172 nearly seven can.
turies ago. The rule is thus qunaindy worded
; by Lord Coke:—

“When Lthe ancestor, by any giit or convey-
ance, IRKeth an eslale of freebuld, and io the
faine glfl or conveynboe an esinte ls Hmited,
eliber medintely or immediately, to his heirs,
lu fee or In tall, the heirs sre words of llmitation
of tue eslale, nod not words of purchase.”

Deprived of it technioal obscarities, the
principle may be thus stated: Whan a per-
gon i3 vested with an estate for life orylor some
other nncertain period, and in the same deed,
will, or other Instrnment by which he re-
celves this estate, an estate of the same legal
or equitable charaoter, either with or withont
the interposition of another estate, {a vested
in “his heirs,"’ the “‘heirs of his body, or
“‘his issue," to be held absolutely by them, the
first pergon named Is himself vested absolutely
with the estate, and may dispose of it in the

| same mapner as Aoy other property belongiog
to him without restriction of apy kind.

Perhaps there is not, in the whole range of
the law aflecting real property, a principle
which has given rise to more research and
digcussion than the Raule in Shelley's Case,
The works of the greal commentators and
the decisions of the courte of both England
and this conntry are filled with it, and at last
all the points on which it oan possibly be
brought to bear have been so plaborated by
the standard suthorities of the common law,
that it has become one of the olearest and

| most noguestionable principles of the uu-
written code. Chancellor Eent, in his gele-
brated Commentaries, says that “it has oer-
| tainly the pretension of Ligh antiguity, and
has been firmly established as an axiom
of the Hoglish law of real property
for more than five hundred yoars.” Not ouly
is it firmly established in Epgland, but, as
. Kent gay#, it ‘"has been received and adopted
{n the United States as part of the system of
the common law,’” haviog been recognized as
binding in nearly, il not quite, évery State io
the Union, from the time when the principle
involved was first called in question by litiga-
tion. In Pennsylvanis it was recognized and
enforced as early as the year 1754, and slnoce
1hat date bhas never been oalled In guastion,
Ju the State of New York, aloue, we belleve,

has It been tampered with by legialation, a
law counteraoting the prineiple having been
paceed In that State about thirty yeara ago.

Various reasons are assigned by the antho-
ritien for the rule, the principal one belng, no-
cording to Blackstone, the desire to faoilitate
the alienation of landed property, by throw.
fog It into the traok of commerce one genora-
tion soomer, the reanlt of vesting the inheri-
'ance abeolutely in the person first named in
the deed or will, and thereby giving him the
power to dispose of it without restriotion.

The rule nodonbtedly originated in the de-
sire of the courts to modify, as muoh as possi-
ble, the harah terms of the old fendal system,
by which the real estate of Kogland was so
tied np an to render its alienstion almost im-
possible. It is true that, at times, the appli-
oation of the rule may work an apparent hard-
ship, by defeating the iotention of a person
who wishes to tie up his property; but the
courts are always liberal in applyiog the
prinoiple to the interpretation of wills, and
when the testator lLas clearly, expressly, and
gpecifically declared Lis intention to restriot
the lfe estate, it is Invariably held that the
1ule does not apply, althongh, in the oase of
rigular conveyances by deed, the princliple is
always rigidly enforoed. Theonly reanlt that
oculd possibly be attained by ignoring the

ranle wonld be the facilitation of limited settle- |

ments of real ectate, without enlargiog the
oapavity of persons owning such property to
mwake them; and against suoh settlemesnts the
whole spirit of the law has been wissly
directed for centaries, in the manifest interest
of publie polcy.

It is against this venerable rule of construo-
tion, as applied to wills alone, that Mr. Herr
direots his efforta in the bill introdaced by
bim on Taesday last. It expressly provides
that in all cases arising under willsa to which
the Rule in Bhelley’s Case has been heratofore
applisd, the estate of the tenant for life shall
be strictly limited, without the powerin him
to dispogs of it acvording to his pleasure. The
bill waa referred to the Judiciary Committes,
and it i8 to be hoped that it will receive a very
careful consideration before it is enacted into
a law. The principle of the Rule in Shelley’s
Case has been so carefally deflned, and applied

for so many centuries, that it should nol bs |

thonghtlessly overthrown. Bays Chancellor
Kent, while discussing the subject under con
sideration: —

“All the great property lawyers jostly Insist
npon the necessily and importanve of stable
ruies; and they deplore Lhe perplexity, sirlie,
litigation, and distress whilen result from the

urstait of loose and conjectural Intentions,
Emnght forward to countersol Lthe settled and
d;eter:\‘:;ninsla meaning of lechuleal expres-
sions,

Our lawmekers should keep this warning
before them in legislating upon questions of
such great importarce. They should also
remember that there are hundreds of points
arisivg under the common law upon which
the authorities are still atloggerheads, as they
are not upon the Rule in Shelley's Case; and
if they desire to tawper in any way with the
common law, let them taorn their attention
where there i3 more apparent necessity for
immediate action. I{ the Rule in Shelley’s
Case be abrogated at this late day, not enly
will it give rise to & vast amount of vexations
litigation, but the ground which has been so
faithfully and painfolly cultivated by ths
grestest juriste of Hogland and Amerioa will
Lave to be gone over again, startiog from a
